Again, the method of feeding must be 
little and often. The usual practice at 
the start is to have three-hour intervals 
between the feeds and after about three 
weeks, and then gradually extend the 
periods until only three meals a day are 
being fed. Keep to the regular hours at 
all times, as punctuality. is very im- 
portant for progress, and, finally, do not 
forget fresh water, which must be always 
available, as must grit. Get the small, 
sharp kind, such as broken flint, which 
is sold as chick grit. Later articles will 
deal with the more advanced chicks and 
their feeding.

The main, secret of success in chicken-rearing 
is to kee the birds growing from the 
start, and for this reason the diet must 
be progressive—that is, it must be 
gradually changed as the birds advance. 
Again, the method of feeding must be 
little and often. The usual practice at 
the start is to have three-hour intervals 
between the feeds and after about three 
weeks, and then gradually extend the 
penne until only three meals a day are 
veing fed. Keep to the regular hours at 
all times, as punctuality is very im- 
portant for progress, and, finally, do not 
forget fresh water, which must be always 
available, as must grit. Get the small. 
sharp kind, such as broken flint, which 
is sold as chick grit. Later articles will 
deal with the more advanced. chicks and 
their feeding.

Thus is an old truth 
brought up to date—if such a thing as truth 
can be dated. I open my remarks with this 
revised quotation, because I believe that our 
acknowledgment of the truth enables us to 
Nora the job of listening from a new 
angle.

Ratepayers’ Anxiety : 
New Re-Insurance 


Pushing Linen Sales

BELFAST, Friday. 


NOTHER effort by the Northern 
Ministry of Finance to shift the 
State’s financial obligations on to the 
shoulders of the ratepayers in Belfast and 
other urban areas has just come to light. 
Following the demand for a special levy 
from rates towards the cost of educational 
services (principally teachers’ salaries) 
and for a 20 per cent. contribution from 
county authorities in respect of de-rating 
of agricultural land under the new valua- 
tion scheme, the latest attempt constitutes 
a disturbing feature of the Government's 
financial policy. Having succeeded so 
easily in getting the County Councils to 
shoulder portion of the burden of de- 
rating in the counties, the Ministry of 
Finance has turned its attention to the 
towns, and now seeks to transfer to urban 
ratepayers a liability that properly belongs 
to the State. A distinct pledge was given 
on the second reading of the Rating and 
Valuation (Apportionment) Bill in No- 


! vember, 1928. that any deficiency in the 


budgets of local authorities, consequent 
on the bill, would be made good 7 the 
Exchequer. ‘This bargain was sealed a 
year later, when the Local Government 
(Rating and Finance) Act was passed, 
and since that time the entire deficiency 
in rates caused by de-rating has been 
recouped to the Belfast Corporation year 
by year. 
Now, however, when the new valuations 
are about to come into operation, the 
Government wishes to depart from the 
‘“‘bargain,”’ and to limit the amount of the 
recoupment to a figure not greater than 
that of the year 1933-34. The Town Clerk 
of Belfast has pointed out that the annual 
de-rating recoupment has been growing, 
and for the present year it represents an 
increase over the suggested maximum of 
1933-34 of about £19,500, or a virtual 
yield of 3d. in the rate. Under such an 
arrangement it would not be long until 
the poundage rate under the higher valua- 
tions would be brought back to the old 
poundage rate of 13s. 2d., with great loss 
to the ratepayers. The Belfast Corpora- 
tion has declined to entertain the pro- 
posal, and the next move lies with Stor- 


mont. 


The Real Trouble 


Members of local authorities and business 
men, who will have to bear the burden in 
common with other ratepayers, can do 
little good by blaming the Northern 
Government. It cannot help itself. It 1s 
bound by the one-sided financial system 
of the Government of Ireland Act, It 
must in some way get money to replace 
that which is denied to it, and to which 
it is justly entitled as part of the common 
fiscal. and financial system of the United 
Kingdom.

Many ratepayers are -asking: Is there 
no organisation in Northern Ireland (com- 
mercial or otherwise) with sufficient 
knowledge, foresight and authority to 
demand that the ratepayers in Northern 
Ireland should not be placed in a worse 
position than ratepayers in other parts 
of the United Kingdom? Is there no 
means of ensuring that the financial 
arrangement in the White Paper upon 
which Northern Ireland finances were 
based shall be strictly observed, and that 
the principles of the Colwyn award shall 
be observed in spirit and well as in the 
letter? If those principles were carried 
out, then, when the reserved revenue 
levied at Westminster proved insufficient 
to produce enough in Northern Ireland to 
meet the ordinary and necessary expendi- 
ture, some new arrangement would be 
made ‘‘so that Northern Ireland shall 
not suffer.’’ At present it is suffering, 
and unless some new arrangement is made 
to maintain the essential financial unity 
of the “ United Kingdom,” it will con- 
tinue to suffer even more as the years 
go by. 

It is being suggested, for instance, that 
the huge sum required for the re-arma- 
ment of Britain will be raised by loan, 
and there may be a reduction of 6d. in 
the income tax. If this should happen 
Northern Ireland will not reap any real 
benefit, for it will have to make good a 
loss of nearly a quarter of a million in 
income tax revenue. To meet this loss 
more burdens will be transferred, 
probably from the State to the local 
authorities, or some other expedient will 
be adopted with much the same result.

A Bigger Belfast

extension scheme, which is to include the 
districts of Glengormley, ~Whiteabbey, 
Dunmurry, Purdysburn, Cregagh, and the 
town of Holywood. It is probable that 
some of these districts, as well as County 
Down and County Antrim, will object to 
the inclusion of their area in the City of 
Belfast. They are paying smaller rates 
than they would pay as parts of the city, 
and they fail to see that there 'is any 
advantage in being joined to it. On the 
other hand, the amount of building ground 
available for new housing schemes inside 
the present city area is limited, and most 
of the new building at present proceeding 
is being done see: É the boundary. Some 
of these Houses require the city water, 

as and electricity, and other areas cannot 
opened up until such facilities are 
provided. —.

should be 9g. 8d. under the higher valua- 
tions, but as the Northern Government is 
imposing a shilling in the £ rate levy, and 
demanding something towards future de- 
rating of industrial premises, it would 
appear as if the Ministry of Finance is 
going to make certain that the reduction 
in the poundage rate will not be such as 
to tempt the Corporation into extrava- 
gance. In other words, it is going to get 
in first before the Corporation gets a 
chance to bring the rates back to the 
higher level. It is very pretty tactics, but, 
unfortunately, the ratepayers will be 
called upon to pay more. 


Unemployment Agreement 


The terms of the new agreement reached 
between the British Treasury and the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Finance to 
keep the Unemployment Funds in both 
areas in a state of parity have now been 
published. Under the new agreement it 
is estimated that the Northern Exchequer 
will receive in the present financial year 
from the United Kingdom Exchequer a 
sum of £722,000, as compared with 
£275,000, which would have been payable 
under the old agreement to maintain the 
parity level. The old agreement, which 
was based upon the proportion of unem- 
ployed in Northern Ireland to the total 
population of the area, was not satisfac- 
tory, and under it no contribution was 
received from the British Exchequer for 
the past three years, although the number 
of unemployed in Northern Ireland was 
higher than the number in Great Britain 
in relation to the insured population. The 
new agreement is based upon the relation 
of unemployment to the insured popula- 
tion rather than the total population, 
which is much the fa way. 

The new agreement also covers unem- 
ployment assistance as well as un- 
employment insurance, now that the 
former is a State liability. There is one 
aspect which will require elucidation and 
consideration when the agreement comes 
before Parliament. It provides that if in 
any year the cost of unemployment to 
the Northern Ireland Exchequer is propor- 
tionately less than the cost of unemploy- 
ment to the Exchequer of the United 
Kingdom, the Northern Ireland Exchequer 
shall pay to the United Kingdom Ex- 
chequer the whole difference between the 
actual cost and the proportionate cost. 
This would seem to mean that the Northern 
Unemployment Fund never will be able to 
accumulate a surplus to repay the Unem- 
ployment Fund debt, of which, under the 
suspense account, £3,000,000 is being 
liquidated at the rate of £100,000 per 
annum from what Mr. Pollock called 
“ Northern Ireland resources.” The 
Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews), in his 
last speech on the Labour Ministry esti- 
mates, declared that “ unemployment 
finance is really a United Kingdom 
habihty.” Why, then, does not the United

(Pushing Linen Sales 


A prominent leader of the Ulster linen 
industry (Mr. W. H. Webb), who re- 
turned recently from the United States, 
has urged the linen industry to renew its 
efforts to regain the important position 
which it formerly held in the United 
States market. In recent years there has 
been a distinct falling off in the amount 
of Irish linen purchased in the United 
States, chiefly owing to the depression in 
that country. At one period almost 75 
per cent. of the total export of linen 
goods was absorbed by the United States ; 
now considerably less than half of the 
total exports goes to America. Of the total 
output of the Ulster Jinen industry 40 
per cent. is sold in the United Kingdom. 
Of the other 60 per cent. almost 18 per 
cént. is absorbed by the Dominions. Last 
year 25.30 per cent. was taken by the 
United States, compared with 26.18 per 
cent, in the previous year. 

Mr. Webb points out that the United 
States is returning to prosperity, and now 
is an opportune time to bring before the 
American public the advantages of Ulster 
linen. Since the depression the demand 
for Irish linen has grown less for several 
reasons, including change of fashion, 
foreign competition, high tariffs and the 
competition of cheaper cotton goods made 
in America. Good quality Irish linen, 
however, has a distinction of its own, and, 
although the better grades of damask may 
be regarded as luxuries, yet, in view of 
their more durable qualities, they are, not 
so.

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. LEMASS moved the rejection of an 
amendment limiting the granting of licences 
for exemption to a certain extent. If it were 
allowed to stand, he said, it would make 
Section 4 of the Act inoperative. 

In reply to Mr. Dillon (U.I., Donegal), 
Mr. LEMASS said that he expected to have 
introduced this year the conditions code 
relating to commercial workers. 

On a division, the amendment was dis- 
agreed with by 48 votes to 20.

THE UNIVERSITY “MESS” 
By Our PoLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


There will be two items on the Order 
Paper of the Senate for consideration when 
it meets next Wednesday. These are the 
three amendments to the Conditions of 
Employment Bill, which were originally 
made to the bill by that House, and which 
the Dail has declined to accept. Inciden- 
tally it may be mentioned that the Senate 
actually made 32 amendments to that bill, 
and the Dail accepted 29 of them—a not 
unimportant contribution by a House 
which is being sentenced to death for its 
incompetence!

It seems 
that those of them who reside in the Free 
State will have to make haste to register 
on the general list, or they will be 
debarred from voting when the next 
general election comes round ; and, if they 
succeed in getting on that list, they would 
be debarred from voting at a by-election 
in their university should one occur before 
a general election. 

The position of university electors who 
reside outside the Free State is still worse. 
A conservative estimate of the number of 
university electors of the two universities 
who reside outside the Free State was

feeling of complete relaxation. 

Stay in bed for the whole of the next 
day, having no food whatsoever other than 
as much hot orange juice as you wish to 
drink. A glass of warm “aperient water 
should, however, be taken early in the 
day. It must be remembered that on no 
account may spirits, drugs, patent cold 
cures or any other medicament, such as 
lozenges, aspirin or quinine, be taken 
during this treatment. All this sounds 
very drastic, but I can assure you it is 
most effective in treating a cold, and what 
is more, you will afterwards feel far better 
than you have felt for months. 


Poetic Usliness 


What Bernard Shaw once described as 
the stone corridor from Donnybrook to 
Stillorgan is rapidly becoming, as it were, 
unpetrified. One notices continually new 
breaches in the stone walls, through which 
lead those deeply rutted tracks which 
indicate that builders’ men are busy dis- 
turbing the peace inside by erecting still 
more new houses I am afraid, however, 
that one cannot say that the amenities of 
the walk from Donnybrook to Stillorgan 
are being improved. Mr, Shaw rightly 
deplored that woodland views should be 
shut off by high walls from strolling 
citizens, having in mind, no doubt, roads 
about London passing over heaths and com- 
mons which cannot be enclosed, and with 
which the surroundings of Dublin have 
nothing to compare. But, at least, in 
spite of the walls, the trees behind them 
can shed their leaves on the footpaths and 
road, where even in the wettest weather 
they. make welcome patches of delicately 
warm colour to compensate for lowering 
skies, and keep through the winter scraps 
of the generous beauty of autumn until 
the green of spring will be ion the way 
again, and the trees bare and clean of the 
very last of the dross of winter. The 
throwing down of the walls, as has been 
done in one or two places, would open up 
the woodland views behind them; but to 
throw down the walls and trees and replace 
them by houses, however handsome, is to 
ruin completely the rustic beauty of the 
road, and to show how objectionable ribbon 
development can be. It is a pity that such

Italy’s Adventure 
According to last night’s broadcast 


| news, heavy rains have begun to fall in 


Abyssinia. It is too early yet for the 
rainy season proper; but there seems to 
be little doubt that abnormal weather 
conditions have been hampering the 
activities of the Italian troops, and that 
Marshal Badoglio is beginning to find 
himself in difficulties. The campaign 
against the Abyssinians has been in pro- 
gress now for four months. When it 
began public opinion in Italy was most 
enthusiastic, and it was believed generally 
that the Italian armies would be. within 
sight of their military objectives within 
a couple of months. ‘Twenty-one years 
ago, when the World War was in its 
infancy, public opinion in Great Britain 
was guilty of a similar error. Young men 
dashed to the Colours, fearing that the 
‘“fun ” would be all over before they 


| should have an opportunity to come to 


grips with the enemy, and there was much 
disappointment, even in high quarters, 
when the. War did not end before 
Christmas. Several factors have  com- 
bined to prevent the Italian forces from a 
quick success. The General Staff from 
the outset was doubtful concerning the 
wisdom of the whole campaign; but 


| Signor Mussolini was determined to stage 


a series of spectacular victories, and he 
swept aside expert opinion with an airy 
gesture. Now he is beginning to realise 
his mistake.

Ras Seyoum and Ras Kassa between them 
have shown themselves to be leaders of 
unexpected ability, whose skill in guerrilla 
warfare amounts almost to genius. In 
spite of his tanks, and, above all, of his 
aeroplanes, Marshal Badoglio has been 
unable to make any real impression on the 
Abyssinian forces. By sheer force of 
numbers and mechanical strength, a 
certain amount of territory has been 
gained;.but as the Italians have been 
advancing they have been harassed day 
and night by the Abyssinian irregulars, 
whose mobility, has been amazing. They 


have refused steadfastly to be lured into 


open battle, and have concentrated their 


efforts on sporadic raids on Italian 
columns, mainly under cover of darkness, 


with the result that they have established 


a moral superiority over the invading 


troops, to the obvious embarrassment of 
the Italian General Staff. In the South 
the dashing General Graziani, who has had 


considerable experience of colonial warfare 


in Tripoli and elsewhere, has made sub- 
stantial progress in respect of territory ; 
but he is finding more and more trouble 
in the preservation of his lines of com- 
munication. The Italian troops in this 
sector are reported to be suffering severely 
through lack of essential supplies. Every- 
thing must be brought up to the front 
line by means of lorries through country 
that has virtually no roads. In order to 
provide for their return journey, these 
lorries must carry enormous quantities of 
petrol, with the result that very little 
room is left for ordinary supplies; and, 
as fuel for the tanks also must be brought 
up by lorry, the stocks. of food are becom- 
ing increasingly difficult. to replenish.

| Ababa; but, in the meantime, Signor 


Mussolini’s generals have all that they 
can do to maintain their present positions. 
They have not yet inflicted a single major 
defeat on the Abyssinians, and, even if 
they should enter Addis Ababa to-morrow, 
they would. be just as far from a military 
decision as they were when they launched 
their attacka. 

What will Signor Mussolini do? He 
must know by this time that his dreams 
of a Roman triumph over the Abyssinians 
are in vain. At the best, he may be able 
to ‘‘liquidate’’ his East African adven- 
ture with a certain show of diplomatic, 
if not of military, success; at the worst, 
he may be forced to withdraw his armies, 


‘leaving all the honours of war with the 


despised Abyssinians. At the moment it 
is impossible to say ‘what will happen. 
The Committee at Geneva which is con- 
sidering the problem of oil sanctions has 
not yet made up its mind on the matter, 
although of recent weeks the probability 
of an embargo on oil has been increasing. 
Italy is using upwards of thirty thousand 
tons of petroleum every month in 
Abyssinia, in addition to her normal con- 
sumption at home. She is believed to 
have a sufficient quantity of oil in hands 


to last her for about five months, but it 1s 


quite certain now that her efforts to find 
a suitable Ersatz for petrol have failed,

That is not» the spirit which inspires 
flourishing tourist trade.

never counted. She still has a chance to 
escape from the worst consequences of her 


folly, but the time is growing short, and, 


if Signor Mussolini does not make a move 
in the near future, he will court disaster. 


The Coroner’s Court 


Whoever has studied the workings of an 
inquest, whether by attendance, or by the 
study of newspaper reports or of crime 
fiction, cannot fail to have been struck by 
certain features of the coroner’s court. 
He must have noticed, principally, that 
the coroner can do a great many things 
which are not permitted to the judge in 
a criminal action. The coroner is supreme 
in his own domain. He often admits 
evidence which would not be tolerated in 
a court of law, and, regularly, in his 
questioning of witnesses, he tends to throw 
unjustified suspicion upon one person or 
another, For a long time there has been 
a feeling in England that the coroner pos- 
sesses too wide powers; in some quarters, 
indeed, there has been a movement for 
the abolition of the office itself. Accord- 
ingly, 
Coroners was appointed to review the 
whole subject, and its report has just 
appeared. The Committee is unwilling 
to abolish the office of coroner—presum- 
ably, because an institution which has 
existed for many centuries ought not to 
be discarded lightly—but it recommends 
that the coroner shall be deprived of many 
of his present powers. In the first place, 
the prejudgment of a case, which is a 
feature of too many inquests, must be 
obviated. To that end, the verdicts. 
“suicide while of unsound mind” and 
felo de se,' ought to be abolished, and 
no further verdict allowed than ‘‘ deceased 
died by his own hand.” The coroner, too, 
will lose his power to commit a person for 
trial on a charge of murder, manslaughter 
or infanticide, or to name a person as 
guilty of these offences. In the second 
place, coroner’s courts will be forbidden 
to deal with questions of civil liability. 
In the third place, the Committee recom- 
mends that the Press shall be forbidden 
to print any further account of an inquest 
on a suicide than the name and address 
of the dead person, and the verdict that 
he died by his own hand. Press publica- 
tion of proceedings in detail, the Com- 
mittee holds, ‘‘ often causes very great 
hardship and does a great deal of social 
harm.” We hope that this last clause 
will not come into effect; any symptoms 
of a Press censorship at the present time, 
may lead to highly 
In general, how- 


however small, 
dangerous consequences. 
ever, the Committee’s report demands 
approval. That the coroner’s court, 
admirably as it is conducted on most occa- 
sions, can be a source of danger, is beyond 
doubt. ‘‘ Sensational” inquests seldom 
occur in the Free State; yet the coroner’s 
court js subject to the same abuses, and 
here, as in England, a measure of reform 
might do no harm. We urge Mr. P. J. 
Ruttledge and his department to study 
the British report with all care, to follow 
its reception, and to consider whether 
similar recommendations might not be 
adopted with advantage. 


Advertisement 
A few days ago the Urban Council of 


Bray decided to earmark a sum of money 
for the advertisement of the resort. The 
motion was challenged by some members 
who deemed the expenditure unprofitable 
and unnecessary. We do not profess to 
judge the particular case; but it may be 
worth while to point out that the pleasure 
resorts of Great Britain are alarmed not 
by the growth of their advertising bills, 
but by their legal inability to advertise as 
much as they wish. This week. a deputa- 
tion, representing some seventy health and 
pleasure resorts, called upon the Ministry 
of Health. Its purpose was to urge the 
British Government to extend the power 
of resorts to spend more money on the 
advertisement of their amenities. It 
appears that there are various restrictions 
in England which, so far as we are aware, 
do not exist on this side of the Channel. 
A resort is not permitted to advertise at 
all until it has made a profit, and even an 
established resort may not spend more 
money on advertising than the equivalent 
of a 1s. ód. rate—a limit which, indeed, 
would seem preposterous in Ireland. The 
deputation observed that, since the Act 
which imposes these restrictions was 
framed, many counter-attractions to the 


British resorts have come into being. The 


intensive competition of foreign resorts, 
the growing popularity of summer cruises 
and other factors, have done harm to the 
British centres; and it is conténded that 
they must obtain more liberty to resist 
this competition. It is difficult to picture 
a similar deputation from the Irish holiday 
centres to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. The Free State’s 
resorts, indeed, are becoming increasingly 
conscious of their own importance ; but, as 


yet, they barely have begun to look upon 


the tourist traffic with due seriousness. In 


too many cases their attitude is one of 


hope, rather than of enterprise.

‘THE MEAT STRIKE

N Smithfield Market it is believed that 
| there will be a peace move in the meat 


strike during the course of the week-end. 
A meeting on Sunday is suggested, with 


the prospect of a resumption of work the 
same night. In the meanwhile there is a 


plentiful supply of meat for London, and' 


only in rare cases has there been any 
increase in price. It is said that the sup- 
pliers have behaved admirably, and that 
there has been no attempt to exploit the 
situation at the expense of the butcher 
and the public. Fish is very plentiful, 


| and prices are reasonable owing to the fine 


weather of the past week ; so the Londoner 
is not likely to go short of foodstuffs this 


week-end. 


The Coal Problem 


The Government will take action as soon 
as possible concerning the powers of the 
Coal Mines. Reorganisation Commission, 
following upon the report of that body 
stating that the Commission has been un- 


able to do anything for the past six months. 


It is deemed essential by the Government 
that. the position shall be examined 
exhaustively, so that the bill to be intro- 
duced to deal with mining royalties may 
include the necessary provisions for the 
improvement of the machinery needed for 
re-organisation. As the bill is to be intro- 
duced some time during the present 
session, it is thought in political circles 


that it is time the Government plans were 


made known in some degree. The coal 
conference which the Bishop of London 
hopes to hold at Fulham Palace on 
February 19th will be under the auspices 
of the Social and Industrial Commission of 
the Church Assembly, and it will be 
attended by representatives of the mine 
owners and of the miners. 


Northern Ireland Finances 


Mr. William Morrison on Monday will 
move -a resolution in Committee of the 
whole House of Commons to give effect to 
an agreement made between the Treasury 
and the Ministry of Finance for Northern 
Ireland to assimilate the burdens on the 
Exchequers of the respective. countries as 
regards unemployment. The resolution 
will authorise the payment eut of the 
Consolidated Fund of any sums payable 
under the agreement, and will replace the 
Unemployment Iusurance (Northern. Ire- 
land Agreement) Act, 1926, and a similar 
Act passed in 1929. 


Anglo-Hungarian Pact 


Great Britain and Hungary have con- 
cluded a new trade agreement which will 
come into operation as from the beginning 
of the present month. Full details will 
be issued in a white paper next week, but 
it is understood that the arrangement pro- 
vides for the repayment of frozen trade 
debts due to Britain, which are spread over 
a period of approximately two years. It 
provides also for the allocation of a certain 
sum of foreign exchange for current trade 
between the two countries. Under the 
agreement the Hungarian National Bank 
will allot foreign exchanges only if the 
importers prove the British origin of the 
goods by means of a certificate issued by 
a British Chamber of Commerce, or some 
other British authority. 


The Imperial Conference Date 

The desirability of postponing the Im- 
perial Conference, which was to have been 
held this year, will be considered in due 
course as soon as the date for the Corona- 
tion has been settled. As the Dominion 
Premiers will be here for the Coronation, 
which, it is presumed, will take place in 
June, 1937, it may be more convenient for 
them if the Conference is postponed. The 
decision on this point, however, will rest 
with the British Government, and the 
views of the Dominions will be ascertained 
before any decision is reached. It is 
understood that there are no questions of 
outstanding importance which cannot be 
dealt with in the normal course of com- 
munications between Whitehall and the 
Dominions, and, therefore, it is regarded 
as inost probable that the Conference will 
be held during the visit of the Premiers 
for the Coronation. 


Football Pools Legislation 
Considerable controversy is likely to be 
aroused by the proposed legislation to deal 
with football pool betting. Various bodies 
are combining to secure parliamentary 
support for legislation, but a counter move 
may be expected among the millions of 
pool participants. When the Betting and 
Lotteries Act was under consideration 
members of Parliament received hundreds 
postcards protesting 
against the inclusion of football pools, and 
the same thing is likely to happen again. 
A possible compromise is some recognised 
form of pen. over the finances of the 
pools, but if this result is to be achieved 
both sides will have to moderate their de- 
mands considerably. : 


Reports from Ministers 


One of the minor changes made by the. 


King will put an end to the Parliamen- 
tary custom of a Minister sending to him 
every night during the sittings of the 
House of Commons a letter dealing with 
the current debate and questions arising 
Conditions are different 
from the days of Queen Victoria, when 
full details had to be submitted by 
special messenger, so that she might be 
fully aware of current developments. To- 
day the morning newspapers take notice 
of anything of uncommon interest in Par- 
liament, while a few hours later a ver- 
batim report of all the proceedings can 
be obtained at the Stationery Office. These 
reports are sent to all members of Par- 


lament, both in the Upper and Lower 
Houses. ee

CHEERS FOR FIREMEN 


The fire had got a firm hold before it 
was discovered, and when the brigade 
arrived was burning fiercely. Some 
thousands of pounds’ damage was done 
before the fire was got under control. 

The building is self-contained, some 
distance from the main blocks of .the 
University, and is close to the drill hall 
of the O.T.C. and the headquarters of the 
Students’ Union. The efforts of the brigade 
were directed to the prevention of the ex- 
tension of the outbreak to these premises, 
in which they were successful. Many 
valuable anatomical and other specimens 
were destroyed. The Medical School also 
was damaged. 


THE ALARM 


The anatomical department was vacant 
when the fire was discovered, the students 
and lecturers having left a short time ‘pre- 
viously. Lectures, however, were proceed- 
ing in other rooms in the building, but 
when the alarm was raised these were 
immediately vacated. A large crowd of 
students assembled and watched the efforts 
of the Fire Brigade. The activities of two 
firemen on one part of the roof were 
watched with interest, and cheers were 
raised by the students as they reached 
points of vantage to pour a copious supp! y 
of water upon the burning building, the 
upper portion of which by this time was 


-“ 


burning furiously in a strong northerly 
breeze. At times the firemen 
obscured by the dense volume of smoke, 
and at one time there was considerable 
anxiety as to their safety. They were 
eventually forced back by the smoke and 
heat. i 


BRIGADE’S EFFORTS 


The entire roof and upper portion of 
the building were destroyed, and the Fire 
Brigade concentrated upon preventing the 
flames spreading to other parts of the 
building and adjoining departments of 
the university. 

After more than an hour’s strenuous 
work the Fire Brigade succeeded in get- 
ting the blaze under control, but at six 
o'clock it was still burning, and the Fire 
Brigade continued to pour hundreds of 
gallons of water on the building. 

It is not possible to estimate accurately 
the extent of the damage, but it must be 
considerable, as the premises involved in- 
clude, in addition to the anatomical de- 
partments, other sections of the Medical 
School and the Museum. 

It is believed that the fire will hamper 
considerably the work of the medical 
faculty, which is the largest faculty in 
the university, representing more than a 
third of the fifteen hundred students of 
the university.

An Indian police officer was mortally 
wounded, and the Zanzibar Commissioner 
of Police and two other European officials 
were seriously injured, by a mob of Arabs 
in severe rioting that broke out here to- 
day.

Seven persons lost their lives in further 
serious rioting at Hama to-day. Four of 


them were killed outright when troops 


were forced to fire on a mixed mob of 
students and looting rowdies, and three 
others died later of wounds. 

The trouble began when the students, 
excited by incendiary speeches delivered 
at the Hama Mosque, rushed through the 
streets smashing shop windows. They 
were dispersed’ by the police, but were 
later joined by bands of roughs from the 
outlying parts of the town, and the dis- 
turbances broke out again. 

Troops were called in, and were 
violently attacked.. A warning to the 
rioters to disperse being ignored, orders 
were given to troops to fire on the mob. 

The unrest also spread to Homs, thirty 
miles south of Hama, where grave dis- 
orders broke out during the day. There 
three persons lost their lives.

QO: night after I joined the 2nd Leinsters 


on the Western Front the C.0., a 


boy colonel of twenty-seven years, 


| gave a little dinner of bully-beef, biscuit and 


canned fruit to celebrate the advent of his 
new company commanders, all boys like him- 
self, an old Downside boy. To it came a 
neighbouring officer commanding a Northamp- 
tonshire Battalion, whose name was Edgar 
Mobbs. He had got ‘a bee in his bonnet 
about winning the divisional jumping com- 
petition, and became obsessed with the idea 
that I should ride his horse. How on earth 
he ever got such a notion I was at a loss to 
understand, unless my old hunting friend, 
Tom Hobbs, who also hailed from the Pytchley 
country, was responsible. I told him my 
‘thrusting ” days were past—Meath and not 
the rear of the Western Front had seen them, 
and what remained should be reserved for 
forcing myself up the line when duty called. 

This intimate and kindly incident brought 
Mobbs before me, and I learned that he was 
responsible for the formation of the battalion 
he then commanded, having joined it as a 
private, and worked his way right up. He 
was a splendid fellow in every way, and, 
although I had only met him that night at 
dinner, I took him for what he afterwards

Those were the days before the tanks, The 
days of the ‘‘ creeping barrage.’’ Behind it 
the men went up, always apprehensive of 
the moment it should “‘lift,’”’ and they would 
find themselves aap up against the trench 
before the enemy pill boxes could catch them. 
But one foggy morning Bing: did not go 
according to plan, and Mobbs and his boys, 
and a company of the 2nd Leinsters that got 
detached from their main body, found the 
barrage rise before they got to the Bosche 
trench.

During the interrogation of one witness,

| The report of the Experts’ Sub-com- 
mittee on Transport, which was adopted 
in principle to-night, shows clearly that 
an embargo on the transport of oil to Italy 
would be inadequate without American 
participation. 

It shows that the 82 Italian tankers, not 
including Italian naval tankers of a total 
of 70,000 tons, could carry from 1,750,000 
to 2,000,000 tons of oil per annum from 
the Gulf of Mexico to Italy, and that a 
further 1,000,000 might -be carried by 
tankers of non-member States. 

The report virtually rules out the use of 
German or Japanese tankers, but shows 
that American tankers—of which there are 
69 on the trans-Atlantic service—might 
be diverted to supply Italy. 

It is obvious that the report on transport 
is completely negative, while that: on 
substitutes was decidedly positive. One 
interesting point of the latter was to the 
effect that it is calculated Italy could. 
produce 110,000 tons of substitute petrol 
pst annum by her own means. It would, 
1owever, be a very costly process, and also 
at the expense of material which would 
otherwise be used in the manufacture of 

unitions.

was the subject of a stafement in the Dail 
yesterday by Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Minis- 
ter for Local Government and Public 
Health. - | i 

The Minister, who was replying to a 
question addressed by Mrs. Concannon 
(F.F., Nat. U.), said there appeared to 
be some misapprehension as to their 
position, and he wanted to make it clear. 

Amendments in the Constitution, he 
continued, such as that effected in the 
bill, were declaratory in form, and did 
not contain the changes in the Siatute 
Law which were necessary to give effect 
to the amendment. Accordingly, the pass- 
ing into law of that bill would automati- 
cally require the passing of a bill to make 
consequential amendments in the Electoral 
Acts, and*also a transitory provision. 


BY-ELECTIONS 


The transitory provision, which would 
be submitted to the House, would be 
found to obviate the necessity on the part 
of University electors to take any steps to 
transfer their registration from the U1.:ver- 
sity constituency to the local constituency. 
That bill to amend the Constitution would 
come into operation immediately upon the 
dissolution of the Oireachtas occurring 
after the passing of the Act, and if any 
University. Deputy ceased to be a Deputy 
before the dissolution a by-election might 
be held. It would, therefore, be necessary 
to maintain the University registers for 
the purposes of a potential by-election. 

There was a constitutional limit of time 
within which a general election must be 
held, but no fixed date, as in the case of 
Local Government elections, and any 
statutory provisions with respect to 
elections to Dail Eireann must of necessity 
be framed on the assumption that an 
election might be held at any. time during 
the statutory period fixed in accordance 
with the Constitution. % 


BEST SOLUTION 


So far as the registers in force up to 
the 3lst May, 1937, were ateebath. it 
would not be practicable to note those 
persons who were University electors and 
who would have a local constituency claim 
to vote at a general election, and tha best 
solution appeared to be to arrange to have 
the University lists extracted and make 
special provision for voting. On and 
after July 1st, 1937, electors who were 
University electors could be specially 
noted in the local register, so that they 
could not vote in respect of that entry 
at a by-election which might happen be- 
fore the general election, but would be 
able to vote at a polling booth in the 
ordinary way at the next general election 
and in each subsequent by-election 

It would be a difficult task to correlate 
the University register with the local 
registers, as he understood that the Uni- 
versity registration officers were not always 
informed of the changes in residence of 
University electors. It would materially 
assist everyone who was in any way con- 
cerned with the work of keeping these 
registers concurrent for an indefinite 
period if every University elector would 
report to their University registration 
officer his or her address on 15th Novem- 
ber, 1935, and also his or her adé¢ro<s on 
15th November next, in the event of a 
change of residence. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S COMMENT 


Answering questions by Mr. Cosgrave 
(U.I., Cork) and Mr. P. Belton (Ind., 
Dublin), who suggested that in the event 
of a general election the University voters 
would be disfranchised, Mr. O'Kelly said 
everything possible would be done to en- 
sure that every person on the University 
register would be put on the new register 
for June, 1937. 

Mr. Cosgrave remarked that the Minis- 
ter knew it was a nice mess he had got 
them into. 

Replying to an inquiry by Mr. Mulcahy 
(U.I., Dublin, N.), the Vice-President 
said that University electors entitled to 
vote, but not on the list, should make 
their claim in: the ordinary way before 
February 29th before they would be re- 
gistered for a general election.

The share of each county in the grant 
will be as shown below. The allocation is 
the same as for the present year. 


OCCUPIERS’ ALLOWANCES 


Every occupier of agricultural land not 
exceeding £20 in valuation will get relief 
at the same rate as this year, and an equal 
rate of relief will be given on the first £20 
of higher valuations. This relief is called 
the primary allowance. 

Where the land valuation exceeds £20 
the occupier will be entitled to an employ- 
ment allowance or a supplementary allow- 
ance, or both, which will be additional to 
the primary allowance. The employment 
allowance will be given where the occupier 
had male persons (17-70 years of age), who 
are not themselves occupiers of land of £5 
valuation and over, at work during the 
whole of 1935. A claim for an employ- 
ment allowance must be made to the 
County Council on the form provided. 
Claims can be made in respect of relatives 
at work as well as paid employés. These 
forms will be issued immediately by the 
secretaries of the County Councils to every 
occupier whose holding or combined hold- 
ings exceed £20 valuation, and should 
be filled up and returned promptly, other- 
wise the occupier may forfeit the employ. 
ment allowance. 


PRIMARY ALLOWANCE 


The employment allowance will be cal- 
culated at the primary allowance rate on 
the part of the valuation above £20 and 
the same limitation as this vear that it 
cannot be calculated on more than a valua- 
tion of £12 10s. for each man at work will 
apply. 

When 
allowances have been met out of the county 
share of the grant, the balance remaining 
will be applied as a supplementary allow- 
ance at an equal rate in each county over 
the remaining valuations; that is, over 
the part of the valuation that received no 
relief out of the primary or employment 
allowances. The rate of supplementary 
allowance has this year heen, in most 
counties, s.mewhat less than half. the 
primary allowance rate. 3 


CRBAN DISTRICTS 


County boroughs, borough and urban dis- 
tricts receive no part of the agricultural 
grant unless they include land which at 
the time of the passing of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, was out- 
side an urban area, or unless they were 
created urban districts since 1898.

heard no horn sounded, and noticed that the 
lights were not as strong as the age of 
other cars which-had passed them. e did 
not look round, and realised nothing until 
she saw deceased man falling some yards m 
front. Guard Cooney, traffic expert, 
Drogheda, swore that he examined the 
battery of the car, and found that the centre 


cell was dead, and when the hghts were 
switched on they only showed a ghmmer.

HE action of the Dublin Corporation in 
cutting off the water supply from 
houses on the higher levels in Dalkey has 
caused resentment among the residents in 
that area. At yesterday’s sitting of the 
Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal it 
was stated that certain residents in 
the Dalkey area had threatened to. take 
legal action against the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Corporation in the matter. 

From 6 p.m. on Wednesday until yester- 
'day morning there was no water supply to 
the Vico road, Sorrento Hill, Dalkey Hill, 
Knocknacree road or Nervano road. About 
150 houses were affected, and the occupiers 
had to carry water from the houses of their 
imoie fortunate neighbours on the lower 
levels 

Mr. F. M. Webb, Borough Surveyor, 
Dun Laoghaire, interviewed by an [Trish 
Times reporter yesterday morning, said 
that at no time had the water supply 
been cut off completely. What had 
happened was that the pressure had 
been reduced on the pipe leading from 
the 24-imch main which supplied the 
higher levels in Dun Laoghaire and 
Dalkey.. Any lessening of pressure pre- 
} supposed a reduction im the supply, and 
naturally the higher levels suffered. 
It was not a statutory obligation on the 
| Dublin Corporation to continue the supply 
ion this particular pipe-line from the 
24-inch main. This supply was obtained 
as a result of an agreement between the 
Dublin Corporation and the Dun

Kelly, that the result of the Dublin Cor- 
poration’s actron was to leave the upper 
part of Dun Laoghaire, part of Dalkey, 
and the side of Killmey which faces Dun 
Laoghaire, without water. The supply had 
also been cut off from the tank from 
which the Dun Laoghaire | Corporation 
pumped water to the higher houses in 
Dalkey. 

Mr. Kelly—I think the borough is 
threatened with legal proceedings by 
some of the ratepayers who were left 
without water? 

Witness—I cannot say. 

Mr. Kelly—You can take it that it is so. 

Replying to a remark by Mr. Kelly that 
he thought the supply had also been cut 
off at the end of Merrion avenne, Mr. 
Powell said it had been “ checked 
down. '' 

' “ The result is that the borough is left 
in the same position as Milltown was left 
in case of fire?’’ asked Mr. Kelly. 
Witness—‘‘ It leaves us without a suffi- 
cient supply for domestic purposes in the 
higher levels.’” He added that the supply 
had been cut off and then restored. The 
City Corporation claimed the right to cut 
it off. 

Mr. Kelly—In the event of a fire in the | 
borough, would there be a singular 
absence of water ? 

Witness—In the upper districts of Dun 
Laoghaire, Dalkey and Killiney there 
would be no water available for the Fire 
Brigade to put out a fire.

She typed the envelopes in which 
the coupons were sent out, and issued the 
coupons to anybody who came into the 
office. She was paid by a Mr. Burgess, and 
in her opinion about ten persons daily 
brought coupons into the office. She did 
not speak with Mr. McLoughlin when he 
came into the office with a typewriter and 
left it there. On a Saturday during her 
employment she brought the money received 
to 60 South Circular road, where she gave 
it to a Mr. Burgess. She had been three 
times at South Circular road and had only 
seen Mr. McLoughlin once there, and had 
had no conversation with him 
In reply to Mr. McGuckin, the witness 
said that she worked for and on behalf of 
Mr. Burgess. When she went to 60 South 
Circular road she had not given money nor 
counterfoils nor anything else to Mr. 
McLoughlin, 


POLICE INQUIRIES 
Detective-Serge.nt Reynolds, in reply to 
Mr. Haugh, said that he visited the licensed 
bookmaker’s premises at 60 South Circular 
road on September 27 last, and there inter- 
viewed Charles McLoughlin, telling him that 
he was making inquiries about the conditions 
under which a football competition known 
as “ Spools Wholesale Trading Agency,’’ was 
being run at 11 Fownes street. Asked if he 
was proprietor of the scheme and if he was 
distributing coupons, McLoughlin answered 
in the negative, and added that he knew 
nothing about the competition, and had 
nothing further to say. 

The witnes subsequently visited 11 Fownes 
street. with Detective-Officer Houlihan, - and 
saw Miss Heary there with a number of ad- | 
dressed envelopes on the table beside her. 
He also saw football! coupons with the name 
‘Spools Wholesale Trading Agency ' on. 
the counter, and took some of them away 
with him. When he later visited the office 
with Detective Inspector Wyer he saw a man 
standing at the counter and obtained his 
name. 

Mr. McGuckin objected to the giving of 
this evidence until it was proved that Mr. 
McLoughlin had any relation with 11 Fownes 
street. 

Mr. Haugh said that. he had given evidence 
showing that the business at 11 Fownes street 
was carried on in connection with 60 South 
Circular road, and that Miss Heary had been 
at 60 South Circular road on three occasions. 
Mr.. MeGuckin: said that he protested 
against the evidence about what took place 
in premises not owned by his.client, and in 
t of which the only connection with 
his client was that he had brought a type- 
writer to Mr, Burgess. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, D.J., overruled Mr. 
MeGuckin’s objection. 

Continuing, . Detective-Sergeant Reynolds 
said that the man at the counter gave the 
name of Burgess. After a conversation with 
him, the witness obtained further documents, 
including a ‘‘ Spools Wholesale Agency Mem- 
bership Card,” which he produced in court. 
Inspector Wyer read out the names on 
these cards, and the witness took them down 
in writing.
